sociation donated the use rf the room, 
and with no backing but a strong oonvij- 
tlon and set purpose she opened tbe first 
headquarters of tbe Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union. Sho started out to 
raise money for tbe cause, and being un- 
known to fame spoke flrst in Princeton 
and came bauk with a collection of IT M 
tho proceeds. There was many • day 
during this beginning that she wa. foroad 
to go without noonday luncheon and 
walked 
home to save car fare. Her 


brother, Oliver, wbo was then editor of 
the Chicago Mull, beiped her to the <x- 
tent of his ability, also contributing to 
tbe support of Mr..

I take 
t that this artlole, aa well as others ap- 
pearing In tbe Review relating to the par- 
don of Fannce and the Indictment of 
Mauzy, comes from Harry Wheeler, one 
of Its reporters, and as be seams to be the 
eader in this movement, bi9 statement 
uatlfles this reply. 


At tbe time of writing that article I 


thought, and I still think, that a public 
discussion or statement from me in rela- 
tion to the question as to whether or not 
Joe Mauzy bad ever owned or possessed 
this revolver, In view of the approaching 


•lal where that question will be fully 


considered, would be out of place. 


I will say, however, for the beneSt of 


the readers of tbe Review, and especially 
of tbe friends of Jack Fannce, that I bave 
given to Mr. Crei and Mr. Leforgee, 
counsel appointed by tbe court to prose- 
cnte Mauzy, every fact and circumstance 
in my knowledge touching upon this 
question, and that if they desire to make 
this knowledge public I certainly bave 
no objections. 


I will also say that I never made a se- 


cret of tbe information that I bave npon 
this subject. Nor have I ever claimed to 
possess any direct proof that Manzy ever 
had or owned this revolver. All that I 
have ever said was that from certain facts 
In my possession I was inclined to the 
opinion that It was his revolvet. I bave 
not only been free to express this opinion, 
but gave It to Mr. Wheeler perFonally as 
well as to Mr. Faunce, the facts upon 
which I bad formed this opinion, the pub- 
lication of which by Mr. Wheeler would 
clear up tho balance of tbls revolver inys 
tery if be had any disposition to have it 
cleared np in the public mind. 


In thu same artlole is the following 


statement: "It is an awfully hard matter 
to got Mr. Mills to believe that Faunee 
is an Innocent man. All the evidence 
submitted to the pardoning board failed 
to shake bis belief In tbe least." 


If Mr. Wheeler Is really tbe author of 


this article, tbls Is a most remarkable 
statement or accusation, and It is not less 
remarkable If made by any person having 
any information of the facts In relation 
to this case. 


To Jack Faunce personally, to his 


friends, and to his lawyers having in 
charge tbe petitions for bis pardon, I bave

affidavits In his possession, nor did hi

that Judge Bcgbes bad written a letter 
stating that he believed Faunoe innocent, 
and tbat If somebody did not move in th* 
nutter soon be would. I than told Mr. 
WhMkn that I wonid write Jndg« Hofbei 
and ascertain wbat newly dlseonrsd evi- 
draoi bad own presented so bim.and tbat 
If fab mind had beenelnand byltmloe 


would also probably be obanged. Mr. 
Wheeler then advised me tbat this would 
not be worth while as he himself bad re- 


lived a recent latter from Jndgo Hughes 
n whloh Judge Hughes had made sub- 
stantially the same statements tbat I bad 
made. Mr. Wheeler then took oat of his 
pocket [the letter of Judge, Hughee and 
showed It to ma. As no new evidenoe 
lad been submitted to me I could not 
weU certify to the^ pardoning board that 
?aunce was Innocent. 


After this petition and these affidavits 


Dad been presented to the pardoning board 
md lafcs one evening Mr.Wheoler brought 
these affidavits to my office with a oertlfi- 
:aie already prepared far me to fign, 
certifying that tbo parties making theso 
affidavits had not testified upon the trial 
of Faunae. I refused to sign tbis certifi- 
cate without examination ot the affida- 
vits, which Mr. Wheeler very reluctantly 
gave me an opportunity of making. This 
certificate aa prepared even went to the 
extent of desiring me to certify that cer- 


iln parties who had really been promi- 


nent witnesses in the trial of Fannce, 
bad not testified at bis trial. 


Tbe examination of these affidavits, 


which was made on tbe evening they wore 
presented, was the first time that I had 
aver been shown these or any other affida- 
vits bearing npon tho question of the In- 
nocence of Faunoe. After reading these 
affidavits T stated to a number of persons 
hat if tbe affidavits of Mrs. Showers and 
Mr. MoWitny and wife were true, there 
vas a probability tbat Ma usy was guilty 
ind that Fannce was Innocent of this 
irlme, and tbat as to the truthfulness of 
bese btareinents made in these affidavits 
would make a thorough Investigation. 
Mr. Wheelor, nor any other person, has 


he right to assume or say wbat Influence 
heso affidavits had upon my judgment as 
0 tbo guilt of Manzy or tbe innocence of 
Faunoe. The truth or falsity of these 
affidavits Is tba very question Involved in 
he trial of Mauzy and the ono now being 
most oarefrlly investigated by tbe ooun- 
01 for the defendant. And If tho friends 


Mr. Faunoe, Including Mr. Wheeler, 


will bave tbe patience to wait until this 
question and all the faots and clrcum- 
tances touching ifcj are presented la tbe 
rial of Manzy, they willHhen be able to 
oily judge as to its £ effect npon Mr. 
'annce's chances for a pardon. 
In the interests of justice, I hope tbat 


hla case will bo allowed [to be tried in 
ihe court and not in the newspapers, and

SHAKESPEARE LECTURE, 


Richard III Discussed by Miss Wads- 


worth Last Night. 


Tbe audlenoe wblob assembled at tbe 


Woman's club rooms lasl evening to bear 
the third of tbe series of Jeotores on 
Shakespeare, given by Miss Wadswortb, 
was not so large us have attended the pre- 
vious lectures but tbe interest manifested 
was greater than has yet been shown. 
The subject was Richard III., ot which 
Miss Wadsworth said: "The play of Rich 
aril III. has been well nailed (be last aot 
of the epic drama. It has been designat- 
ed as a character portrait because ot the 
opening words ot promise, 'Now is tbe 
winter of our discontent,'| etc. Ihe play 
has been the most acted of Shakespeare's 
plays and there has been more editions of 
it tban any other. In the 18th century 
an attempt waa made to improve on it 
and it was not nntll 1877 chat Henr; Irv- 
ing brought it back to the^old published 
version. Although Shakespeare has been 
aroused of blackening tbe character of 
Rlonard, he sought to give him a wonder- 
ful power over men and women. A few 
ot tbe or if, os have contended toat Shake* 
peare did not write tbe play, but they 
have been mostly women." 


After reviewing tbe life of Richard 


Mis3 Wadsworth said in closing: 
"Tbe 


honorable death of Richard on tbe battle- 
field was far too good for him and is un 
satisfactory to our moral sense 
Thus 


passed tbe last of the family of tbe Flan- 
tagenets. 
Whatever else may be said of 


them there was not one wl.o waa a cow- 
ard." 


At tbe conclusion of the address Miss 


Wadsworth arked her auditors to discuss 
tbepaper^bnt there seemed to be no in- 
clination on tbelr part to do this and she 
talked to them fora few moments. She 
said she felt with Charlss Lamb tbat 
Shakespeare's plays are not far modern 
times and tbat no tbeatre of recent years 
had been able to exist on Shakespeare's 
plavs. The average theatregoer attends 
not to be instructed, but to be amused. 
It was high time tbat tba people should 
elevate the stage. She was glad to know 
tbat no reputable college would admit 
students who bad not studied Shakes- 
peare 
She believed th»t tbe desire to 


know Shakespeare was Increasing. The 
student gets tbe best insight of bis works 
by study for oft times tbe actor must 
need* play for effect.

Curtis Kemp flet with an 
Awful Fate Last Night. 


JUMPED ON A SWITCH ENGINE 


While It was Moving—Inqueit Held 


Thl5 Afternoon at Wykoff & 


Reeve's Undertak- 


ing Rooms. 


Last night at 10:95 o'clock neat the 


Jasper street crossing, Curtis Kemp, a 17 
year old boy, was run over by switch en- 
gine No. 110, and died of bis lojulree half 
an bour later. Tho boy had been em I 
ployed at the Huff Brof. planing mill, 
but expectod to get a job ill tbe Wabash 
yards. The boy had been around the 
yards a good deal as ho was well acquaint- 
ed with tbe railroad mon. A short time 
before tbe accident he was talking with 
Switchman Tom Cuttle. The switch en- 
gine was backing from the east and it ie 
supposed that Kemp attempted to step on 
tbe foot board. Mo one witnessed tbe 
accident but after the engine passed Cat- 
tle saw the body lying an tho south si<1« 
of the track. Cuttle called Officer EO 
Kosobenski, who was near by, and the 
two men placed tbe injured boy on a door 
and carried him to the swltoh shanty. 


Dr. Parish, the Wabasb surgeon, was 


called and on examining tbe boy said that 
he was fatally injured. Tbe toes of the 
right foot were cut off and tho right leg 
was broken at the thigh, the back of tbe 
bead was cut to tbe skull. A messenger 
was cent to tho boy's h}me at I860 East 
North street. The father, John Eemp, 
asked that the boy be brought home, but 
in half an hour he was dead and Deputy 
Coroner Boy Beudure was notified and 
came and took charge of the remains. 
Tho body was taken to the undertaking 
rooms of Wykoff and Reeve. 


Komp was a bright young man and wag 


well liked by the railroad men among 
whom he bad many fi lends.

A convention of_ropresent»tive» from 31 


state* has been In wiaion tbis week at tbe 
Great Northern hotel In Chicago, discuss- 
ing ways and means to promote a wider 
Die ot corn for food and far othei par- 
pens. These representatives are from 
Illinois and other corn raising states. 
The oonventlon wag unanimous in a de- 
ilic. to further educate tbe people of Eu- 
rope In the rue of corn as food to as to 
five corn wider market. 


Among the things, la which the nse of 


com li Involved, that came before tbe 
contention was a fiery resolution agalDit 
any action on the part of congress to reg- 
ulate the use of coin. This rwolution 
was headed off by the adoption of the fol- 
lowing substitute: 


Resolved, That this convention com- 


mendi the earnest effort! of the manufac- 
turer* of new corn food and' other pro- 
dnots to Increase the nse of corn. So long 
M saoh products are honestly made and 
•old for what they an, they have nothing; 
tofwr. 


This resolution has reference to the bill 


introduced In congress by Senator Mason 
to prevent the mixing of corn flour with 
wheat flour, and placing the mixture on 
th* market ae wheat flonr. Tbe bill pro- 
vides for taxing this mixture to ae to do- 
stroyth* profit to the mannftotarer or 
mlier and at the same time tbe motive 
for mixing.

Captain Sigsbee has telegraphed that

Notwithstanding Captain Sigsbeo's opin- 


ion tbat bodies of the dead cannot be re- 
moved from Havana, the navy depart- 
ment Is still bes!o?ed with applications 


for the return of tbe Maine victims to the 
United States for burial. This morning 
Captain Sigsbee telegraphed that the bod- 
ies of Officers Merrit and Jenkins were 
not yot found, and repeated that it Is im- 
possible to send borne other bodies, as 
many could not ba Identified. Captain 
Sigsbee addi that 125 of tbe dead aro al- 
ready burled, with nine ready for burial.

Spaniard* Will Not be Allowed to Join 


In the Maine Inquiry. 


Washington, Feb. 19,-Swretary Long 


and Assistant Secretary Day of the state 
department, bad an Interview with Presi- 
dent McKlntey this morning concerning 
the cablegam from Consul General Lee, 
transmitting a request for the Spanish 
authorities at Cuba that they be permit- 
tod to join our people ID Investigating the 
cause of the disaster to the Maine. Gen- 
eral Lee was notified that while tbli gov- 
eminent wag willing to affird the Span- 
iards all reasonable faollltlei for the In- 
vestigation, It was thought best that the 
flrst inquiry ba made by our own com- 
missioners. The request was, therefore, 


respectfully declined. 
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Captain Sigsbee in Command. 


Washington, Feb. 19.—The Spanish re- 


quest to bo permitted to participate in the 
examination of the wreck of the Maine 
came ID the following dispatch from Con- 
sul General Lee, received last night: 
"Sigsbee begins tomorrow with divers 
sent him from tho United States to re- 
cover all the bodies still left In the wreck 
of tho Maine, as well as the personal 
effects of officers and men, and whatever 
else can bo obtained In that way. After 
that Is completed tbeSpaoish government 
would like to nelte with rors In having 
the bottom ot the ship ana harbor In the 
vicinity jointly examined." The follow- 
ing answer was sect: "The government 
ot the United States has already begtm 
investigation as to the oauee of the disas- 
ter to th« Maine through officer! of the 
navy, especially appointed for that pur- 
pose, which will proceed Independently. 
This go-rernmeDt will afford every facility 
it can to the Spanl'b authorities in what- 
ever Investigation they may see flt to 
make on their part." 


It appears that Spnln at first based It's 


right to participate In the divers' inveiti 
•atlon on the ground tbat the wreck lies 
!n Spanish Jurisdiction, but the difficulty 
WM relieved this morning by the Spanish 
charge d'affalrs, who eald there was a 
harmonious uuaerstanding between Cap- 
tain Sigsbee and the Spanish authorities 
at Havana, whereby the wre:k of the 
Maine will b« considered extraterritorial, 
or United States posiofiion, jurt as In 
the United Sales consulate. Under tbi« 
agratment Captain Sigsbee wlil proceed 
to Mod flown divers aod n;ake the a- 
amlnatton. At tba fame time the gpanlsb 
•hargn d'aOairs fe*l* assured tbat Cap- 
tata Bigab*e will allow the Spanish dlvars 
•qwlao* »1nioltane»os facilities dnrlnf 
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
